Robert C. “Moose” Moss, former 
student and an AVG volunteer war- 
bird with the Chinese air force, has 
been labeled a war hero in the Far 
East. Moss being shot down ten miles 
behind the Jap lines, returned to his 
ai r base via bull cart, river boat and 
airplane after successfully eluding 
capture. He parachuted near the Jap 
air base of Meshod, but destroyed one 
enemy plane before his own plane 
was damaged. 

“Moose,” who was from Doerun, was 
a football and basketball star here at 
Teachers College and was one of the 
first students to be trained as a pilot 
under the C.C.A. 

The ex-Georgia plowboy and stu¬ 
dent had his plane “shot out from 
under him” during a daylight raid on 
ffifeshod, over the Thailand border. 
Moss flew a fighter plane and was 
escorting the bombing flight over the 
Japanese air base. 

One of his ex-school mates said, 
“Moss will come through the whole 
war without a scratch if I know 
him. He ain’t scared of nothin’.”

Moye to Address 
Science Seminar 

Inorganic Chemistry Class 
Will Visit Savannah 

Prof. W. B. Moye w r ill speak, to 
the members of the . Science Seminar 
in the science building on the topic, 
“Astronomy and Its Uses to Man,” at 
the Wednesday night meeting. 

During his discussion he will use 
the telescope to allow students to 
note various planets, astroids and 
formations of heavenly bodies. 

At the last meeting of Science 
Seminar an open discussion was held 
on “Science for Defense,” with com¬ 
ments being given on (1) A Physi¬ 
cist War; (2) Vitamin B (thiamin), 
lack of which causes irritability; (3) 
Hitler’s Secret Weapon—the Use of 
Nutrition in Feeding a Nation and 
Starving an Emeny. 

Wednesday, February 4th, the in¬ 
organic chemistry class will go to 
Savannah and visit several labora¬ 
tories and industries there. The stu¬ 
dents will see how Sco-co is made 
from cottonseed; what makes the 
cellulose found in pine trees capable 
of being used as paper, and many oth¬ 
er interesting phases of the chemistry 
of industry. They will visit the late 
Dr. Herty’s experimental laboratory, 
Shuey’s commercial laboratory, where 
one may take any chemical problem 
that he has and have it analyzed; the 
Uni’on Bag Company and the South¬ 
ern Cotton Oil Company. 

At 8:00 o’clock all inorganic chem¬ 
istry students and all those students 
who are interested in visiting these 
industries will embark from the Ad¬ 
ministration Building on their edu¬ 
cational tour.

Pittman Accepts 
College Position 

“Ousted” President Goes 
To Louisiana State 
Teachers College 

Dr. Marvin S. Pittman, former 
president of Georgia Teachers Col¬ 
lege, who was ousted by Eugene Tal- 
madge at a “mock trial” this past 
summer, has been invited to assume 
the position of director of instruction 
at Louisiana State Teachers College 
at Natchitoches, La., where he be¬ 
gan his work as a college teacher a 
number of years ago. Dr. Pittman 
goes to assume his new position on 
February 9th. 

Louisiana was the scene of Dr. 
Pittman’s early educational activities. 
Immediately after graduating from 
Millsap College he began his work as 
a teacher in Louisiana. He served as 
a teacher in a rural school, as a high 
school teacher, high school principal, 
county superintendent of schools, and 
as a college teacher. So rapid was 
his rise in' education and popularity 
among his fellow teachers that he 
was made president of the Louisiana 
State Teachers Association in 1912. 
He has the distinction of being the 
youngest teacher to ever serve as 
president of that association. 

Dr. Pittman goes there to initiate 
new work which is a result of a state 
survey of education now in progress. 
He will find himself at home in 
Louisiana, which is the home state 
of Mrs. Pittman, and where they both 
have many friends. 

Dr. and Mrs. Pittman will retain 
thei r home here in Statesboro and 
will return to spend the summer 
months here. 

Dr. Pittman was removed from his 
position a’s president of this college 
on July 14, 1941, along with Dean 
Walter Cocking, of the University of 
Georgia. 

The “trial” was held in the state 
capitol by Governor Eugene Tal-

Leon P. Smith, instructor of art 
here at Teachers College, will open 
a one-man show at the Telfair Art 
Academy in Savannah beginning 
Monday, February 2nd, according to 
A. M. Lansford, director of the Sa¬ 
vannah academy. 

Mr. Smith, whose work has been 
called “some of the South’s most un¬ 
conventional and progressive art,” 
makes his southern debut in one-man 
exhibits at the Telfair. Previous to 
his coming to T.C., Mr. Smith ran 
a similar art show at the Uptown 
Galleries in New York City, where 
his work won acclaim from many 
well known art critics. 

Mr. Lansford, an artist himself 
and Telfair’s director, stated that 
“The South has not been very pro¬ 
gressive in its art or art teaching, 
and it is an event when someone as 
progressive as Leon P. Smith comes 
to Georgia as a teacher.”

Teacher Shortage 
Listed Acute 

Salary Raise Suggested 
By National Commission 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 31.—De- 
creased enrollment in teachers’ col¬ 
leges and normal schools is aggra¬ 
vating a serious shortage of quali¬ 
fied teachers, it is announced by the 
national commission for the Defense 
of Democracy through education. 



The commission, which was created 
by the National Education Associa¬ 
tion at its Boston convention last 
July, points out that this teacher 
shortage threatens to undermine ed¬ 
ucational standards. 

Enrollment in teachers’ colleges 
and normal schools has declined as 
much as 29 per cent in one state, 
with an average decline of 11 per 
cent throughout the nation. An av-

Madame Curie

This biography of Madame Curie, 
Polish discoverer of raduim, twice 
winner of the Nobel prize (the only 
woman to ever win that coveted 
award) and the greatest of all women 
scientists, was Written by: her daugh¬ 
ter from memories of her famous 
mother's life and from research 
among published and unpublished 
records. 

The story of the little Polish girl 
whose work was to revolutionize the 
scientific world is a most fascinating 
one from her early struggles to the 
time when fame ultimately was ac¬ 
corded her. Her first years were 
long, hard ones spent devotedly en¬ 
deavoring to finance an education. 

Manya Slodvska was born in 1867 
in a small village on the outskirts of 
Warsaw when Poland was still under 
the domination of the Czar of Rus¬ 
sia. Part I of the book deals with 
her girlhood, the death of her moth¬ 
er and her work as governess which 
enable her to fulfill her ambition of 
studying in Paris. 

Finances finally permitted her to 
spend her early twenties in a cold, 
dark attic room on a Paris side strdet 
studying and exhibiting rather force¬ 
fully the qualities which characteriz¬ 
ed her throughout life—beauty, per-

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Student Government- 
Bo We Have It? 

A question that arises periodically, has its little while in the 
limelight and then slips quietly into oblivion, has once more made 
its bid for public discussion. It is the question of Student Coun¬ 
cil. What is it doing? What has it done? Why not bury it be¬ 
fore the stench is unbearable? 

To begin with we’d like to ask a few questions. How many 
of you are! sincerely interested in the work of the Student Coun¬ 
cil? In voting for members did you consider ability to compre¬ 
hend student problems, and to make wise decisions? Did you 
consider how conscientiously the individual would react to this 
new responsibility, or did you say “He’s a friend of mine,” or 
“We’re in the same social club?” If you’re in the latter group 
quit kicking. You’ve nothing to kick about. 

If you’re in the first group you probably already know this, 
the Student Council has no power other than the rather ques¬ 
tionable power to recommend. We personally think this is power 
sufficiently at present. 

The Student Council might be divided into three general 
types. The first division is comprised, generally speaking, of 
about one-third membership—this division does most of the 
thinking—makes the plans and carries them out. It is* logical 
that in all of these things the Student Council falls short, for 
that small number cannot do the work of sixteen. The other 
two-thirds membership may be divided into two general classes. 
The first: Those who twiddle their thumbs and do nothing. The 
second: Those whose misdirected ability enables them to pro¬ 
voke and prolong discussions through the medium of inane ar¬ 
gument and chatter. 

Such is the Student Council. It is limited in its power. A 
large part of it is static when present and it is not unusual for 
certain members to indulge in the luxury of absence. It is our 
belief therefore that the Student Council has more authority in 
the power of recommendation than it can use considering the lack 
of interest and co-operation on the part of certain members, and 
that the Administration would be foolish to give this body more 
power until it makes full constructive use of its present power. 

The rest, dear students, is up to you. If you don’t like the 
Student’s Council’s actions (or lack of actions), investigate and 
criticize, but do so intelligently. Elect officers on a basis of their 
ability and willingness to serve, not because of personal or social 
reasons. We frankly don’t believe you will, but just the same 
the Student Council is yours and if you want it to function, think 
before you vote.

Example is the strongest argument 
for anything. Christ is the living 
example fo r His disciples. His stan¬ 
dard has never changed. It is now, 
as always, high, hard, holy, and hap¬ 
py. Each individual must work out 
his own religion, and not accept a 
hand-me-down. 

After having studied closely the 
life of Abraham Lincoln, and at¬ 
tempting* to meet life’s situations 
after his example, a young college 
student asked a minister if this could 
not be applied to religion. True 
enough, as we study closely the Life 
of Jesus, looking at life as He did, 
meeting th e circumstances of life, and 
regarding humanity as He did, then 
we soon discover the religion (LIFE) 
for which our hearts hunger. We 
have only to follow Jesus, ou r only 
example, our only hope. Let us be 
united in FAITH, HOPE and SERV¬

Her fourth year in Paris brought 
love to her in the person of a young 
physicist named Pierre Curie. The 
two, after years of courtship, were 
married and, their interests being 
mutual, spent long hours together 
in their poorly equipped laboratory. 

Their reward for four years te¬ 
dious research was the discovery of 
certain elements in a metal which 
led to their discovery of radium. 

When their elder daughter was 
only ten, Pierre Curie was killed in 
a street accident, leaving Marie with 
no visible means of support and two 
young daughters to rear. Those close 
to her seriously feared for her sani¬ 
ty at the death of her husband, but 
her strength of mind then and in 
other crises forced her to continue 
the life that proved so serviceable to 
humanity.

erage 8 per cent drop in enrollment 
at university schools of education is 
also reported. „ 

In the nation as a whole, an acute 
shortage of teachers in rural village 
and elementary schools exists. The 
shortage is particularly acute in cer¬ 
tain subject areas such as science, in¬ 
dustrial arts and business education. 

As a partial solution to this prob¬ 
lem, the commission recommends that 
salaries of teachers be increased to 
meet the rising cost of living. It pro¬ 
poses that communities raise teach¬ 
ing salaries from 10 to 25 per cent, 
depending upon the particular dis¬ 
trict, with an average nation - wide 
increase of 15 per cent. Such a move 
would hold many qualified teachers 
within the educational field and would 
induce students to consider teaching 
as a career. Unless such an increase 
is made, Dr. Myers warned, the ex¬ 
isting shortage In teaching personnel 
is certain to become worse. 

The commission points out that 
some boards of education are already 
meeting the situation by salary ad¬ 
justment. In some cities a ten per 
cent “cost of living bonus” has been 
added to existing salaries. This ac¬ 
tion, according to the commission, 
can be taken in many other communi¬ 
ties, since “the times permit a more 
generous financial support of the 
schools.”
